order of ceremony at the laying of the capstone of the Temple. The 
words of the shout, Hosanna!” he said, to be uttered upon, or after, the 
laying of the capstone to-day, were satroduesd by President Joseph Smith 
at the Kirtland Temple, and were there used at a solemn assemblage 
where the power of God was manifested and the vision of the Almighty 
was opened up to the brethren. This is no ordinary order, but is—and 
we wish it to be distinctly understood—a sacred shout, and employed only 
on extraordinary occasions like the one now before us. We wish it also 
to be distinctly understood that we want the brethren and sisters not 
only to express the words, but that their hearts shall be full of thanks- 
giving to the God of heaven, who has accomplished, through our agency, 
this mighty and extraordinary labor. Thirty-nine years ago to-day the 
foundation-stone—the corner-stone—of this Temple was laid, and in re- 
flecting and meditating upon the wonderful blessings that God has be- 
stowed upon us, His people, during this number of years that have passed 
since that time, we wish the Saints to feel when they pronounce this 
shout that it comes from their hearts. Let your hearts be filled with 
thanksgiving.” 

The speaker then gave out the following words: “Hosanna, 8 
Hosanna to God and the Lamb. Amen, amen, amen,“ and continued: 
„Now when we go before the Temple, and this shout goes forth, we want 
every man and every woman to shout these words to the very extent 
of their voices, so that évery house in this city may tremble, the people 
in every portion of this city hear it, and it may reach to the eternal 
worlds.“

‘PRESIDENT WILFORD WOODRUFF _ 

said, in 1 If there is any scene on the face of this earth that 
will attract the attention of the God of heaven and the heavenly host, it 
is the one before us to-day—the assembling of this people, the shout of 
“Hosanna!” the laying of the top stone of this Temple in honor to our 
God. My brethren, sisters and friends, we want to finish this Temple; we 
want to dedicate it unto God as soon as we can, so that the vast host who 
dwell in this region of country may go into it and attend to the ordi- 
nances for their living and for their dead. I hope we shall all lay this to 
heart and try to furnish means as far as we can, in order that the building 
may be speedily completed: We are able as a people to do this. I realize 
that there are many calls upon the Latter-day Saints for the work and 
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purposes of the Church and kingdom of God upon the earth; but this 
work now. before us is a most important event—the most — — that 
we have upon our hands. 

I well remember the day and the hour when this first e for 
the redemption of our dead was received by the mouth of the Prophet 
of God. Who can comprehend this? Where is the man or woman 
who can comprehend this principle, that we have the power to go 
into these temples of our God and redeem our progenitors—our fathers 
and our mothers, from whom we have descended? They never heard the 
Gospel; they never enjoyed the blessings which you and I have in our 
day and time through the mercy of God. We are their posterity. They 
are on the other side of the veil, shut up in prison, and will remain there 
until their sons and daughters go into these holy places and redeem them, 
as Jesus went to preach to the spirits in prison three days and three 
nights, while His body lay in the tomb. Some of them had laid there a 
long time—thousands of years—up to the time when Christ was crucified 
and His Spirit went to them in prison. 

President Woodruff then proceeded to enlarge upon the blessings en-

THE THEATER OF TO-DAY. 


Ir is Aeta that the great majority ee persons go to the theater to 
be entertained, diverted, amused. Some few, of a more educated and 
critical taste, go to enjoy the art of the acting, the dramatic and literary 
beauties of the play. It is a very exceptional being who goes for moral 
edification or instruction. But we are often edified and instructed when | 
we least expect it. 

We often absorb a lesson, a truth, when we are unconscious of doing so 
at the time. And the reverse is equally true. The power of an evil influ- 
ence often fastens upon us when we are insensible to its tightening grip. 
The audience of a theater, from the very motives which have brought most 
individuals into the auditorium, is in a passive, a negative, attitude. People 
have not come to do anything themselves, but to be acted upon; not to 
impress, but to receive impressions. Their state is one of relaxation, con- 
sequently one most susceptible to whatever influences are brought to bear 
upon it. They are like musical instruments. They will respond to the 
notes touched by the players. From their souls’ deep centers can be 
called forth the hallowed harmonies of purity, of truth, of strength, of 
love, throbbing in each swelling bosom like the tide of a Beethoven 
sonata, or an echo of the false chords of riot and wrong. | 

In the theater man’s nature is played upon more strongly than under 
any other impersonal conditions. The dramatic art, above all others, ap- 
peals to and arouses his emotions most directly and most powerfully, for 
it appropriates and combines all arts, and it reflects human nature most 
completely and obviously. It has form, it has color, it has motion, it has 
sound, it has man for its direct expositor, through man’s personal being it 
finds expression. We look at a beautiful picture; we are stirred by holy 
feelings. We read a sublime poem ; we thrill with noble aspirations. We 
hear a sweet-voiced harmony ; on the wings of the spirit we are borne 
high above the discords of folly and wrong. We go to the theater. We 
sit and watch the performance of one of Shakespeare’s immortal works. 
Here are inen and women before us—men.and women speaking, moving, 
laughing, singing, suffering, living, loving, dying. And the lesson we take 
to our hearts, some consciously, some unconsciously, some fully, some per- 
haps only in part, is one that penetrates into the most secret places of 
every life. | 

This is the influence, this is the power of the theater. Could we stop 
here because there is no other side to show, no reverse of shadow to darken 
the beauty and truth of its mission, there would be no need of defense on 
the part of the drama’s friends, for there would be no dissentient voice 
heard from the ranks of the most puritanical of its few remaining enemies. 
But the other side does exist, the shadow does cast its blackness over the 
scene, and the blackness is often very dense and very far-reaching. Men 
and women, young and old, are hurrying into one of the best known, most 
popular, and best-equipped theaters in the city. A play is to be acted in 
that house to-night, a play respectable people will have no shame in going 
to see, and yet it will appeal to the very lowest, most sensual part of their 
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natures. Its real character may, probably will, be disguised under a 
polite dressing of words and a thin covering of sham morality ; but the 
fact is that not one person who sits through it but will leave the theater 
touched by the breath of an impure exhalation. Near by another theater 
is rapidly filling. The best seats are occupied by well-dressed men and 
women, the galleries are packed with their more lowly brothers and 
sisters. All alike, rich and poor, elect and vulgar, unblushingly sit for 
two hours and witness a performance called a comic opera, in which per- 
haps not one strain of real music, not one line of true wit, not one 
situation of genuine humor can be discovered, and whose only reason for 
being is the display it makes of women’s forms for the gaze of a sensual 
crowd. Can women who see such exhibitions keep intact the sweet 
modesty of their souls? Can men who see them stil] feel in their breasts 
the ennobling respect for womanhood which, in its untarnished holiness 
and beauty, it rightfully claims and should ever receive? We friends and 
lovers of the theater must hang our heads when such examples as these 
are brought forward to condemn it. We can make no denial of the wrong 
purpose it can be forced to serve, or of the wrong influence it can be made 
to exert. In it are found good and evil, as good and evil are found in 
man, who instituted it. And upon man it re-acts for his weal or his woe, 
according as he elevates it into an art temple of purity and truth, or de- 
grades it into a showroom of triviality and sensuality.— Fæchange. 


FACTS AND EVENTS. 


The cholera in Teheran, Persia, is terrible 550 deaths having oc- 
curred from that cause in two days. 

On June 15, a bridge which was being constructed over the ‘Licking River, Kentucky, 
U. S. A., collapsed, killing forty-nine workmen. 

A cyclone at St. Johns, Canada, on June ee ee ee, 
killed several persons, and injured many others. 3 : 

On June 12, a fire in the hamlet of Dubes, Germany, destroyed eighty houses, render 
ing most of the inhabitants of the place hemeless. 

A violent storm at Badalona, Spain, on June 15, threw down rie houses and two 
_ factories. Eight persons were killed and a large number injured. 

Twenty families of German Protestants were expelled from Kieff, Ramis, on June u 
because they persisted in refusing to join the orthodox Greek church. 

At Galesburg, Illinois, U. S. A., on June 17, four persons were killed and twenty-five 

injured through a railway train being derailed by running into a herd of cattle on the 

Disastrous floods on the Danube, Austria, on June 12 and 13, inundated several towns 

and a large section of country, doing a vast amount of damage to property. Moat of the 
people escaped to the high grounds. 

The embankment of a reservoir containing 3,000,000 gallons . 
Mahanoy City, Pennsylvania, on June 17, inundating a large section ‘of the city and 
drowning a number of the inhabitants. 

A eyolone struck the town of Galva, Illinois, U. S. A., on June 13, and almost entirely 
demolished it. At least twenty persons lost their Hives; while nN — were * 
The people took refuge in cisterns and wells. 
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Enormous washouts by the heavy storms caused the wreck of two trains on the Grand 
Trunk railway, Canada, on June 19, a number of persons being killed. 


At Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, U.S.A., on June 25, through the mistake of 8 signal- 
man, one passenger train was dashed into the rear of another, and thirteen persons killed 
and fifty injured. The signalman has become insane. 


During a violent thunderstorm at Parleysville, Kentucky, U.S.A., on June 19, a store 
where fifty persons had sought shelter, was struck by lightning, which exploded a barrel 
of powder... .. Every person in the building was injured, some serioualy, . 

The democratic convention at Chicago, on June 22, nominated A renden Cleveland 
as the party candidate for President of the United States, to be voted for next November. 
Congressman Stevenson, of Illinois, was placed on the ticket for Vice-President. 


The petroleum steamer Petrolea was lying outside the harbor of Blaye, France, on 
June 14, when one of the crew carelessly threw down a lighted match, which ignited the 
oil, causing a terrible explosion. ey pe: were on and the vessel burned ; 
sixteen of the crew were saved. !

rooting trees, and causing a vast amount of damage. In one town, Sherburne, the 
teacher and fifteen pupils in a schoolhouse were killed; at another, Mapleton, ten persons 
were killed ; and along the track of the tornado there were a number of fatalities, while 

Thunderstorms have been doing great damage to property in Spain, and loss of life is 
reported. On June 13, in the province of Orense, a parish church was struck by lightning 
during service, and ten persons killed and twenty-eight injured. In the province of 
Valladolid, on the same day, lightning also struck a church, killing five of the congrega- 
tion and injuring many other. 

A. cloudburst at Scranton, Pennsylvania, U.S. A., on June 16, flooded the streets of 
the city to the depth of four feet ; several persons were killed by lightning. On the same 
day, at Chicago, during a thunderstorm, the electric fluid struck the granite monument 
in Lincoln Park, under which fifty people had congregated for shelter from the rain. 
Three persons were killed, and the others shocked, some of them severely. 


A disastrous collision occurred on the Great Eastern Railway at London on June 14, 
one train running into the rear end of another passenger train. Kight persons were 
killed and thirty-two severely injured ; several others were slightly hurt. On the same 
day, the Midland Railway Scotch express ran into a standing locomotive at Leeds station, 
seriously wounding six persons and inflicting slight injuries on a number of others. 
Two parachute accidents occurred on June 12, both of which are peculiar from the 
fact that the aeronauts were not instantly killed. In one at Berlin, Germany, a woman 
fell from a height of 500 feet into a small lake, and was picked up alive, but died shortly 
_ afterwards from the shock. At Tolchester Beach, U. S. A., a man fell 1500 feet, dropping 
in a cornfield. ° The shock rendered him unconscious, and his injuries were fatal, but no 
bones were broken. 7 


A hurricane of unexampled fary swept over the provinces of Quebec and Ontario, 
Canada, on June 15, devastating entire districts. The roar of the approaching hurricane 
could be heard for miles, and no building in its track was strong enough to withstand its | 
force. Churches, schoolhouses and dwellings were laid in ruins, horses and cattle were 
blown, dead and dying, about the: fields, and scores of people were strewn about in the 
villages, where they had been prostrated and were enduring intense agony from fractured 
limbs, deep gashes and severe bruises. At St. Rose, a school teacher and twenty-five 
children were found in the debris of the schoolhouse. At St. Therese, out of forty 
children in school, all but two escaped being killed, but most of them were severely in- 
jured. The hurricane was attended by « thunderstorm and showers of hail, which de- 
stroyed the crops.

OBTAINING FREEDOM. 


Tux purpose of the Gospel of Christ is to bring en e et in 
truth, that they may thereby become free. This fact was announced by 
the Savior when He said to those who believed on Him: “If ye continue 
in my word, then are ye my disciples indeed; and ye shall know the 
truth, and the truth shall make you free.” The unbelieving Jews were 
displeased at the imputation that they were not enjoying perfect liberty, 
and demanded an explanation, saying they “were never in bondage to 
any man.” In this they displayed the lack of wisdom characteristic of 
angry men, for had they grasped the full import of His words they would 
have understood that He was referring to a far more grievous and lasting 
bondage than could be experienced in the temporal slavery in which some 
are held by their fellow men. He was speaking of the bondage of sin, the 
burden of which is not shaken off even with the close of the mortal proba- 
tion. Whosoever committeth sin is the servant of sin ;” and it was from 
this servitude that He was offering deliverance by the invincible power of 
truth. 

The Lord also taught that this power operates aal in behalf of those 
who comply with certain requirements. If ye continue in my word 
was the condition of His promise. The choice as to what course they 
would pursue was left entirely with them; the way to freedom was pointed 
out, but there was no effort to compel them to walk therein. They had 
their free agency, and the Lord would not interfere with its exercise, 
for that would have been sin. In His righteousness He preserves in- 
violate the free agency of all. If men voluntarily elect to be His disciples, 
by accepting His invitation to obey the Gospel, they will receive the 
benefits, but not otherwise. 

The offer made by the Savior was that of freuen from the yoke of sin 
placed on men by their own transgressions. He did not promise im- 
munity from the effects of the original sin as a reward for righteous lives 
in mortality, The children of Adam had no agency in the transgression 
of their first parents, and therefore they are not required to exercise any 
agency in their redemption from its penalty. They are redeemed from it 
without faith, repentance, baptism, or any other act on their part, either

— The Lord by His atonement accomplished that work, 
independent of the labors of man, and brought to pass the resurrection ; 
“ as in Adam all die, even so in Christ shall all be made alive)’ 
All men are thus unconditionally freed from the bondage of the original 
sin, because they had no responsibility for it. They enter upon mortality 
to acquire knowledge, and to obtain fleshly tabernacles in which, if sancti- 
fied by their possessors, they may receive a fulness of joy. Thesins they | 
commit while in the flesh they are individually responsible for, according 
to the light they have. If they were held under the burden of the original 
sin they would be subjected to an injustice, because such a punishment 
would be undeserved ; if they were unconditionally liberated from the re- 
sponsibility for their individual sins, their treatment would be equally un- 
just, because they would receive a reward that was not merited. But God 
is just; and as He dees not impose a penalty where no offense is com- 
mitted, neither can He relieve men from the consequence of their own 
wrong-doing, unless they comply with the conditions which entitle them 
to deliverance therefrom under the principle of justice and by the power 
of truth. In His infinite love for His children He makes known to them 
these conditions, entreats them to conform thereto, and will save all as far 
as they will permit Him. Thus, while mercy cannot rob justice, yet will 
justice be tempered with mercy, and the divine mantle of charity be ex- 
tended for the shelter of all. ry 

Men have learned from the lessons of history, end. in many, instances 
by experience, how. precious is the boon of liberty, without which life 
has few charms for them. From this they can judge how priceless is the 
gift of perfect freedom in immortality, and may thus realize the import- 
ance of exercising their agency in a way that will bring them within the 
emancipating power of truth. When Jesus came in the flesh, the Jews 
were anticipating the advent of a Deliverer who would restore the king- 
dom to Israel; they were looking for temporal dominion among the 
governments of men. But Christ's mission was not to establish a Jewish 
kingdom; it was to redeem the earth and its inhabitants from spiritual 
as well as temporal bondage, and restore them to the dominion of the 
kingdom of heaven. Therefore, instead of making an effort to merely cast 
off the Roman yoke which rested upon the people of Judea, He began at 
the foundation, and directed His labors toward the overthrow of Satan’s 
dominion by the spiritual regeneration of Israel and their relief from the 
servitude of sin, which is the basis of slavery. The Jews, however, did not 
approve of His method of salvation ; they wanted Him to operate in ac- 
cord with their finite ideas; and as He did not do so, they rejected the 
Messiah and remained in a state of subjection. 
The offer which Christ made of relief from l and temporal en- 
ae is renewed to the present generation, who have a good oppor- 
tunity to profit by the experience of the Jews. If they pursue the same 
course they will fare no better. But if they desire the salvation which it 
is His calling and power to extend, they will comply with the conditions 
which He says are necessary thereto. These are faith in Him, repent- 
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which He confers divine forgiveness or remission of sins, that they may 
be prepared for the Holy Ghost, whose office is to lead into all truth. 
They are thus made citizens of the kingdom of heaven, and, by continuing 
in His Gospel, to the reception of its fulness, all other things—liberty, 
peace, happiness, in time and eternity—shall be added unto them as fast 
as they are prepared for their enjoyment. This is the perfect freedom 
which is wrought out by the power of truth, and which is ample reward 
for every sacrifice that man can be called to make in behalf of the right.

Tue Chovevi Zion society, whose office is at 11 Bevis Marks, London, 
E. C., has issued the following appeal for funds for the purpose of estab- 
- lishing colonies of Jews in Palestine and the neighboring countries: “The 
Chovevi Zion has purchased, as a first step towards the attainment of the 
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objects of the association, a tract of land in Gilead, situated on the borders 
of Hauran and Jaulan. This land is 2,400 acres in extent, and it is pro- 


posed to settle thereon fifty families to form the first colony. The cost of 


the land is £2,000, and the bulk of this amount has already been paid. 
Funds are now required to complete the purchase and to provide houses, 
implements, young trees, seeds, a few head of cattle, and also the means 
of sustenance for the colonists during the time that must elapse before 
the settlement becomes self-supporting, and the settlers can commence to 
repay the outlay incurred for them. The land purchased has beén most 
carefully selected as eminently suited for colonization. It is well watered, 
and adjoins lands purchased by continental colonization societies with 
whom our society will act in concert. No difficulty is anticipated from 
the Turkish government, which, while prohibiting the influx of pauper 
immigrants, raises no obstacle to the establishment of properly-organized 
colonies in a portion of the country which is at present sparsely populated. 
The society of Chovevi Zion appeals to all well-wishers of Israel to help 
this work. Every Jew and every Christian ought to assist this society to 
find a permanent home for the outcasts of Israel in the land which is dear 
to both alike. We want help to found a home for our people in a 
land where they can return to the service of the soil, and be free from the 
ever-haunted dread of persecution. To all who believe that Israel’s 
destiny is indissolubly bound up with the land hallowed by the histor, «+ 
a glorious past and the promise of a.greater future, and also to those 
whose feelings of humanity prompt them to succor the oppressed, we 
appeal t to help us to forward this n undertaking.”

THE FAITH OF THE LATTER-DAY SAINTS. 


At the services in the Tabernacle, Salt Lake City, on Sunday, May 15, 
1892, Elder Charles W. Penrose was called upon to address the assem- 
blage. He said: I have been requested to speak to the congregation this 
afternoon, and I rise to do so with pleasure, and also with some timidity. 
This is generally felt by our brethren when called to speak in this large 
meeting house, from the fact that it is not our custom to prepare dis- 
courses for the occasion. So, like my brethren who are called upon from 
time to time to occupy this stand, I have to rely upon the faith and sym- 
pathy of this congregation, and upon the Holy Spirit, which I pray and 
desire: may rest down upon me and upon all who are present, that our 
minds may be mutually enlightened, that we may be able to understand 
that which is brought before our attention. 

We have met this afternoon, as is our custom on the Lord's Day, to par- 
take of the Holy Sacrament, to worship before the Lord, to sing His 
praises, and to be instructed—to have our minds drawn away from the 
common things of life, and directed towards the object of our salvation,” 
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towards God and His Son Jesus Christ, and to those things which have 
been revealed to us for our edification and obedience. 
The Latter-day Saints are a body of worshipers who believe i in God. 
They believe in the God of the Bible. They believe in Jesus Christ. They 
believe that Jesus of Nazareth was the Son of God. They also believe 
that all men and women who dwell on the earth are the sons and 
daughters of God; but in a special sense they believe in Jesus Christ 
as the Son of God His only begotten Son according to the flesh. They 
believe, also, that by obedience to the commandments which God gives 
through Jesus Christ all mankind may be saved ; and that without obedi- 
ence to those things they cannot be saved and exalted in the presence of 
the Father. The Latter-day Saints believe that in these days, in the 
nineteenth century, God has manifested Himself again as He did in times 
of old ; that Jesus Christ who died on Calvary has revealed Himself, and 
that He has re-established His Church in the same form and after the 
same pattern in which He established it when He dwelt on the earth in the 
flesh. They believe that there is but one Gospel of Jesus Christ, one true 
religion, and that if people desire to obtain the blessings of God in this life, 
and to dwell in His presence, to enjoy the fulness of His glory in the next 
life, they must be obedient to that Gospel. At the same time, they ac- 
cord to all persons, everywhere, the right to worship God according to the 
dictates of their consciences, to worship as seems right in their eyes; to 
believe that which commends itself to their judgment ; to form religious 
societies, to publish their opinions, to preach what they think is right, to 
build up their societies according to their best judgment for the good of 
mankind, to be perfectly free, so far as conscience is concerned, and in the 
spreading forth of principles which they may believe to be right, no 
matter how erroneous they may seem to us, and to do all things that are 
deemed to be religious, so long as they do not infringe upon the rights of 
others. 
I have with me this afternoon a small card containing the Articles of 
Faith of the Latter-day Saints, which I will read to the congregation, as 
there may be many present who are not acquainted with our doctrine. 
No doubt all people have heard something about the Latter-day Saints, or 
“ Mormons,” as they are more commonly called. They have heard, no 
doubt, a great many very foolish things about us—a great many erroneous 
things—because I know that misrepresentations have been made concern- 
ing us, our faith, our designs, our course of life, and our objects in being 
here in these mountain valleys. These misrepresentations have been 
scattered broadcast throughout the world. “Falsehood,” we are told, 
“will go a league before Truth can get its boots on,” and this has been 
the case very much in regard to the people called “Mormons,” or Latter- 
day Saints. The term “ Mormon” is not the name we should be known 
by. The disciples of Jesus Christ, the members.of His Church, in early 
days, so we read in the New Testament, were first called Christians at 
Antioch. I do not know where the Latter-day Saints were first called 
“ Mormons,” but this is the name by which they are generally known in 
the world, because they believe in the Book of Mormon. It would be just 
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Peters, or Jameses, or Johns, be- 
cause we believe what Paul wrote, whas dames wrote, what oi wrote, 
and also what Mormon wrote. 

Our proper title is the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Sainte. It 
is His Church, built up according to His directions, and we are called 
Latter-day Saints to distinguish us from the former-day Saints. The 
proper name by which the members of Christ’s Church were known in the 
olden time, if we may believe the Bible, both the Old and New Testa- 
ment, was Saints. Those who believe in God and keep His command- 
ments, who live for Him and for the truth, are called Saints; and we are 
desirous of being Saints, of striving to be Saints. We do not pretend to 
be very much better than other people in the world, but we are joined to- 
gether in the Church of Jesus Christ in order that we may become Saints, 
be prepared for the presence of God, to enjoy His society and the society 
of His Son Jesus Christ, and all the good, the noble and the best of the 
earth who will be saved in His glory. So the proper name of this Church 
is the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, and these are the 
Smith:

I think if these articles of our faith were scattered a little more exten- 
sively throughout the world, the erroneous ideas which a great many 
people may have entertained concerning us would be somewhat corrected. 

As I before stated, we believe that there is but one true religion. We 
believe that because there is but one God for the inhabitants of the earth 
to worship, when they worship anything but that one true God, they 
commit idolatry. We believe that this one true God has a religion which 
He desires the inhabitants of the earth to follow, which He revealed in 
former times for their guidance, and which He has revealed anew in these 

latter times. God the Infinite, the Eternal, the All-wise, would not make 
a dozen or a hundred different religions to confuse and bewilder poor 
humanity. There can be but one true religion, because there is but one 
true God to worship. At the same time, all people on the earth are at 
liberty to receive that religion or to reject it, or, if they so desire, to make 
other religions. But for this they will have to answer to Him when every 
man is judged according to his works. Neither can they receive those 
blessings either in this world or the world to come that they would have 
received had they obeyed the true Gospel. But we believe that there will 
be a period in the history of all men and women when they will come to 
an understanding of the true Gospel, either in this world or in the world 
to come. For we believe that man is immortal; that the spirit of man will 
endure when the body goes into the grave; that the body will be raised 
again from the dead, and that in the resurrected body each individual will 
stand before God and “give an account of the deeds done in the body.” 
We do not believe that this mortal sphere in which we dwell is all there 
is of life, nor the only place where the mercy of God can reach His 
creatures. We believe that the tender mercies of God are over all His 
works, that throughout all His universe His power reaches, the light of 
His truth can penetrate, and His salvation can be extended, and that 
those who do not have the privilege of learning and understanding the 
one true way of life while they dwell in mortality, will find the oppor- 
tunity hereafter in the various mansions prepared for the children of men 
when they depart hence. 

We believe that all people will at some time hear the Gospel—the 

of Jesus Christ—the true plan of salvation. We believe in a 

defined plan of salvation ;” that it was prepared by God; that true re- 
ligion originates with God—that it comes from God 1 to man, 
and not from man upward to God. Though men may seek out many in- 
ventions and make many religions, yet the true religion of God must 
come from God; the religion of Jesus Christ must come from Jesus ce 
Christ. Christ and the Father are one, not one in person, but one in 
mind, one in spirit, one in doctrine, one in principle, one in all things 
in which two or more individuals can be perfectly and entirely united. 

When Jesus was baptized in Jordan, in coming out of the water, the 
Father spoke from heaven, saying, This is my beloved Son, in whom I 
am well pleased; and the Holy Ghost descended upon Him in the form 
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gee: ‘This shows that they are separate and distinct 
as to personality, as to substance, and yet one in essence, in principle, 
in faith; in doctrine, and in all things in which different persons can 
possibly bé united. Well, then, the religion of God is the religion of 
Jesus Christ, and the religion of Jesus Christ is the religion of the 
Father. It is said He declared: “My doctrine is not mine, but His 
that sent me; and if any man shall do His will, he shall know of the 
doctrine, "whether it be of God or whether I speak of myself.” True 
religion, then, comes from God, through Jesus Christ, and all mankind 
may be saved by obeying its principles. All mankind, except those 
who are unsavable, will at some time be saved by the one Gospel. As 
Christ preached it to men in the flesh, when He dwelt on the earth before 
His crucifixion, so after He was slain and His body lay in the tomb, He 
went,” as Peter says, and “ preached to the spirits in prison” who were 
“disobedient in the days of Noah, while the ark was preparing.” He went 
and preached to them the same Gospel which He preached to men in the 
flesh, as we are told by the same Apostle. What I have just quoted you 
will find in the third chapter of the first epistle of Peter, nineteenth and 
twentieth verses. In the next chapter and sixth verse we are told: For, 
for this cause was the Gospel preached also to them that are dead, that 
they might be judged according to men in the flesh, but live according to 
God in the spirit“ They were not men in the flesh; they were men in 
the spirit. Christ went and preached to them while His body lay in the 
tomb: “ Being put to death in the flesh, but quickened by the spirit, He 
went and preached unto the spirits in prison.” He descended into Hades. 
He said to them in darkness, “Show yourselves.” “He led captivity
